colonial Vool TRADE OP 

THE UNITED KINGDOM OF 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

(Q]ili» M from On Murk Lam* Expre*; Oct. al.) 

Ill resuming our review of the progies* of 
this now nationally important branch of 
England's eurumerve, we will next draw 
the attention of our reader* to what may 
be truly represented a* the fttktr colony 
of the wool trade ; namely, the Cape of 
id Hope. Aa already mentioned, the 
public sale* that took place in thit 
of wool, from the British poi- 
j, couaiated of fleece imported from 
the Cap* of (food Hope, and were bat 
picking*, Ac In our opening article 
upon thin (abject, it wa* tnenliunrd tliat 
the first public sale occurred at Gar rn way 's 
Coffee -house, Change Alley, in the year 
Ifil 7. We hare been eotrrrtrd on tbr 
point, ai it ma in the following year (hat 
for the first time the fleece passed from 
sajlkr to buyer through the medium of an 
auctioneer. 

In bo other of the Colonial possessions 
of Great Britain wber* the breed of iheep 
u carried on fur the purpose of (applying 
•nob la the mother country have there 
been .o many fluctuation* in the clipaa in 
tba Cape of Goad Hope. Thia it chiefly, 
if not wholly, to be attributed t o many 
and atrere drought! that have occurred iq 
thai portion of the British dependencies , 
trr snatch, on too many occasion*, the 
fairest pnspecta of tb* ftockmartera hale 
been blighted, and nam* use injury has 
bean done to hi* stock. la another point 
of view, lite agtieulturiata of ibe Cape, 
near the frontiers, hare had moo trouble- 
some ciutoraeri to deal with, the Kafir* 
baring long; been wholesale robber, of hocka 
of tlwtn and cattle, thus disheartening to 
a eery coniiderabte extent, those who** 
avocation* lead to the extension of sheep - 
breeding, Ac. But atill, under the mani- 
fold disadvantage* which hate been en- 
countered by Ihe colonirta, for iodic years 
pad, a steady and marked iniprov*m*'i>l in 
the woota received here from the Cape has 
been shown, and authorities upon sueh 
points will tbortly be quoted. We hare 
alluded to the fluctuating amount of Ihe 
produce of tbe flock? of the Cape of Good 
Hope ; and the following figure! will 
■how bow •* vert ly the ffockmaslert in 
thia colony have occasionally tuffered 
from tbe cause tUled. In 1816 the im- 
porta were BflgSlhs. j in 1819 they were 
i0,6ii lb*. | in i«21 they were 12,652 
lbs. ; in the following year iU.Oirj lfai. , 
in 1IS6 the rcoeipta were but 4,1«2 lba. 
in 1817 they were 44,441 lbs. . but, niter 
that period, tbe progren of eiportations 
the colony were very generally in a 
of rapid progression and i m prove - 

Ydoea not appear that any wry eonii- 
derable degree of importance wa* attached 
by the manufacturer! of Ihia country to 
Cape wools for many yean after the lint 
public sale took place Scarcely a quota- 
tion higher than lod. to li. per lb. is re- 
collected to have been paid for thi> ipeciti 
of inpurt from the colony. In I Ha there 
were offered somewhere about Km balei, 
the price* of which ranged from Is. to 
Is. I Id. per lb. Strong complaint* were 
made by the buyer of the dirty condition 
of the Cape aa well as of wools from other 
colonics, 

Tb* imports from ihe Cape in (hi* year 
were 17,819 lbs, j in ISiS, i.fJi lbs. j in 
1»S7, 44,441 lbs. j in 162b, xtf,320 lbs. ; 
in !»*», 37 ,6 1 h lbs. j in !830,Sl,tD7 lbs. , 
in ia3],47,8n8lbt. j in 1 832, 83,2571b*. j 
in 1833, »3,32S Ibi. ; in 1814, 1 41 , 7071b*. ; 
in 183a, 191,624 lb*. ; and in I BUS there 
were imported 331,972 Ibi. The value of 
Cape wool* in moit of the yean abuv* 
quoted ranged low, but in the month of 
September, 1837, there were nine im- 
proved qualities put up, and these fetched 
readily It, lOd. to 2s. per lb. The im- 
portation! Ihi* year were 468,011 lbs., 
and in 1838, 422,106 lbs. 

" It Is with ranch pleasure," itatei a cir- 
cular of Hay, 1839, " we notice the iin- 
proTemrnt in the getting up of the Cape 
it being lea* dry and husky than 
although ibe con lent* of the 
ahow great irregularity and 
Tarsal* of quality." At the sale* of the 
month than wa* s good competition Tor 
Cap* wool*, and superior quality told at 
I*. It^d. per lb. i and in August auine 
im pi nwd flack* were offered, which allowed 
an innriw—n length and firmness in Huple, 
and ware rapidly growing in the citima- 
tion of the manufacturer*. Recommenda- 
tion* were sent out that increued exer- 
tion* should be madr in the breeding and 
management of the flocki. The tame 
advice may be repeated now.

WIT* Cape wools were announced for 



■ale, ami a thght advanot wa* realised. 
Th* highest value paid for fair qualities 
thi. year w« )., lOjd. per lb., and for 
good Is. Sd, per lb. The Importations 
this year wen given at 741,741 lba, 

A gloat increase in the demand for Cap* 
wool* springing up lu 1841, and the ar- 
rivals having bean large, a heavy market 
prevailed throughout the year. At the 
Wry a*>» an no usually large proportion 
of Lba wools offered (1078 sales) wen 
esteatditagly veil got up, and extra fine 
flock* held fall prices, while inferior went 
at a tVcline of f to 7j per cent.

" Some of the flocks (slates an authurityl 
deserve great cuisisnendaliun, and the cun- 
liaucd improvement in the flock* of the 
new clip gives an ss.uranc* thai the 
buyer* will mil be disappointed in the 
ultimate proof of lhe*e deampliuiu," In 
cum me tiling upon the import* put at the 
September tale*, it it said : — 

Tbe rapidly increasing quantity of 
Cape wool, and the improved quality of 
many ilocks, cause it to be much in re- 
queti ; and the exertion* maktug by the 
wool grower* at the Cape, by judicium 
and careful management and crossing, 
■re already becoming evident in many 
instances i they are, however, at prfstnt, 
j the except i out to the general bulk. These 
| parcels, neverthclest, serve to show how 
much ha* been done in a short time, ami 
we would particularly diaw the attention 
of th* colonists to the marked difference 
' in price which these loll continue tu pro- 
, dute." 

Good combing properties in tbe imports 
! from the colony were shown, via., length, 
' tuundne.t of staple, and elasticity , but 
the highett range of value thit year no* 
only for auperior. It. 10(d. per lb. ; for 
good, la. 8d. per lb. ; for fair, la. 6d. per 
lb. . for superior lamb, 2s. per lb. About 
t»400 bale* were put up at auction thit 
year. The import* in 1842 were 
1,265,768 lb*. 

Tbe character which had been eatab- 
llthed for the wool* from the Cape was 
increasing by Ihe generality uf the im- 
port* uf the past year. At almost all the 
as lea of the teaaou theie supplies went off 
well. In all about 5i00 tu 9800 bales 
were declared, and Lhe following compli- 
mentary remarks were made of the con- 
dition and hreed of the woult that were 
consigned to the trade here. In reference 
to the concluding aeries of aalea, of 
nrtviou* year's clip, held in April, 1 
it i* *aid ; — 

" It will be observed the quantity of 
Cape wool is considerable ; though much 
of it wa* of fair quality and in excellent 
condition, we think it realised very mo- 
derate prices. If there waa more uni- 
formity in the packing of these won la 
they would inspire confidence iu the 
buyer* aud amply compensate for the 
small expense incurred. , 

" By such meant only can colonial 
wool command an advance in prices ; all 
prejudice* art removed to in introduction 
into every woollen district ; it stands 
now fairly in competition with Engliuh 
and foreign Wool , nothing ia wanting 
but a determination on the part of thr 
growers and shippers to make their wools 
a* marketable at possible Perfection ia — 
high condition, sound healthy staple, and 
regularity in packing; we know all thit 
can seldom be fully accomplished, or 
would be attained at too great a cost, but 
much may be done." 

Again, on reference lo the quotation* 
put up at the August tales, it is mentioned 
~~'*Cape wool continue* lo be much in 
requett, and a ceneral improvement iu the 
growth i* evinced in thr importation* of 
the present season We have seen a few 
balea of very tuperiur quality. approaching 
in value lo the tineal buxun fleeces, bring 
from recently imported sheep of pun- 
breed , and we have no duubt that [be c*fe 
and attention now brstoned on many of 
th* Cape flocki will, by judicious cross- 
ing*, give bitiafactory results. 

The extreme quotations obtained this 
K.uuu were, for superior, tat. Ujrd. per lb. ; 
for good and fair. la. id. per do. , and for 
lit-nii*', It. 6J. per do. The importatiuns 
in It* l.t were 1,728,133 lb*. 

The principal feature in Ihe count- of 
th* bales of woola imported from the Cap* 
of Good Hope (hit year, is a further ad- 
vancement in the prospect* uf lhe (luck- 
mauler*. Very nearly 8200 bales were 
off-red at the various sales of the vrar, 
and cominendutiuns almost constantly 
sere bestowed upon the woola, Tim*, at 
the close of the Apnl a* axon, it waa said : 
— "From the Cape of Good Hope, a 
quantity of the new clip ha* been received, 
The manifestly improved condition and 
I colour of suiiie of these Hocks dri-w por- 
' ticulur attention, and they realised very 
full prirea, and lhe result of the sales 
generally has been highly cheering and 
satisfactory." 

Of the wool* put up at the June sale* 
it waa *aid — " We (the broker*) have 
great (ttiifactiun in referring in the an- 
nexed prices of Cap* Wool, thr increasing 
quantity, and the care and alien (ion 
bestowed on many considerable parcelt, 
are fully appreciated, and the competition 
for wools from (hence wot of a most spi- 
rited character " At the following aeriea 
some most excellent (lock* were offered, 
and told at a higher value than ever 
before had been realised for Cape wool*. 
Ai tb* rale* for (he last and th* present 
month, there were declared iTiU bale* or 
Cape wtwls, th* largest number hitherto 
announced fur on* aeriea. 

The extreme price* obtained this year 
were, for one very excellent bale, 2t. lOd. 
per tb. ; for another, 2s. 3d. ; and for an- 
other, 2a. per lb. ; for auperior combing, 
It. Il^d. per ditto; average, la, id per 
ditto : and fair. It. 7d. per ditto . auperior 
clothing, I*. lOd. per ditto; and average 
lambs', Is, y*yJ. per ditto. It it estimated 
that the importations from thr Cape of 
Good Hope thi* year will not be far ahurt 
of 2,000,000 lba., if net in excess of that 
quantity. 

Before proceeding to the progrea* of the 
wool trad* of another sod a comparatively 
new colony, we may here correct an error 
in the report of loot week, relative lo Ihe 
capital uf lhe Via fiiemen'* Land Com- 
pany ; it i* M 1 ,000,000, in than* uf sf 20 
each. 

So rapid an advance in the tide a 
prosperity ha* nut been recorded in lhe 
history of th* colonial pcwetakins of 
Great Britain, a* (hat which baa, within 
Ihe comparatively ,horl ipace of a few 
years, taken place in the new aeUiemenl 
of Port Phillip. Eight or leu years ago 
the idea wa* thought all but chimerical, 
that woob, in any quantity, would be 
etpecird from the colony It waa nm 
unlit Lhe year 18S8 that the imports from 
(he settlement were considered of tuS- 
cieat importance to have allotted lo them 
a pruminwnl line in lhe wool circular*, and 
thus nearly 1000 bast* were announced for 



Che October aalea. They were then re- 
presented a* being for th* moat part 
sound jn staple, though generally not 
wet) got up. 1 The highett price realised 
thia year waa 2s. per lb. The import* 
from the colony i* thus spoken of in the 
following year ; — 

" The wool from Port Phillip thows the 
germ of future excellence, being of kindly 
and healthy growth ; bul the washing and 
general management it is to be hoped 
ariars from the difflrnltiea consequent on 
« new sellleiurnt ; the stale uf lhe wool it 
heavy with grease and dirt." 

We Jo nut rind a higher value paid for 
i'urt Phillip this vear than la. H»jd per 
lb. The August salex of 1810 brought 
forward I3I3 bales from the new coluny. 
L'poii thrill it was thus ilaled :— " Thr 
importations from Port Phillip now form 
a considerable proportion of lhe aalea, and 
are much in request, bul (here is yet 
ample room for improvement in growth 
and mariaigeLTu-iit," 

At the following aerie* uf sales 1,400 
balea were put up Tile highest Value 
paid thia year was la. I ! per lb. It 
was not until lhe July sties of 1B-41 lhat 
any large parcels of Po l Phillip wuula 
were offered. The samples showed a 
healthy growth and a general improve - 
me 1 it. At the August sales a larger 
quantity (3005 bales) wo* declared than 
on any previous occasion. The samples 
gave promise of excellence, and they had 
i ti r reared rapidly in th* estimation of the 
insniifoclurerx, aa ihey were well fitted for 
combing purpose*, The extreme value 
realised tliia year wai la. 6d. per lb. 

It was uot until thr June sale* of 1842 
that any feature of interest connectrd with 
Purl Phillip wool took place; then 1U00 
bales were offered, and principally of an 
unfavourable description. Ia the follow- 
ing month 1151 bslet were declared, and 
aold at heavy price*. 

The September sale* included 1108 
balea of Port Phillip woola. It will be 
observed how rapidly the imports from the 
colony had increased by the declarations 
announced, The official returns tin uol 
apecify separately lhe annual quantities 
received, nur is there any private state- 
ment compiled that can aalrly be relied 
upon. At the December aalea 2812 balea 
from the new colony wer* offered In 
this year the highest price* paid were for 
lamb*', firit quality 2*. Ofd. per lb., 
tecond ditto, It- 5d,, for good combing 
and clothing, Is. 8|d. 

There were not any considerable quan- 
tities of Port Phillip wools announced for 
sale till lhe month of June in the past 
year, when 3380 bale* were declared, the 
lamb*' realising high values. The bulk 
was. however, ill-cunditiuned. The 
Augutt sales brought on 27ti0 balea. At 
the October and November aalea prices 
rallied, the condition of the wools beiug 
much improved j lhe highest price* ob- 
tained in 1 813 were for lamhs' 2*. Ojd. 
iirr lb., and for good combing and clothing 
I*. 8d. 

In the present year (here have been 
declared for sate not less than 11,770 
tales of Port Phillip wools. Early in 
the (eaaon, and until the first aeriea or (he 
new clip cam* forward, pricea ruled low \ 
but at the June sales some samples from 
thr colony were exhibited uf a very aupe- 
rior character, and ihea; told at a higher 
value than ever Iwforc ha* been paid for 
Port Phillip fleeces, vii,, 2*. id, peril). 
This certainly muat be an encouragement 
to (be flockinsatera of the colony for them 
to improve their (locks. At (he August 
aalea 4030 bale* uf wool from (he uew 
colony were declared, a portion of th* 
I am la' again realising excel]* u I price*. 
The closing terjes of this yeat had ia it 
3252 bales, and mostly of aroroied con- 
dition ; the highest range of pricea last 
obtained were, very superior lauiha' 2*. 3d., 
and a few lot* 2s. id. per lb. ; for good 
clothing 1*. lid., and for good combing 
Is. Od. 

Late advice* from Port Phillip state 
that thr practice of recent introduction — 
tha( of boiling down aheep for (he pro- 
duction of tallow— is being carried on to a 
very great and increasing extent. How 
far this may militate againit that due a(- 
teulion to the nock*, by which atone 
prime wools can be ahipped (0 this coun- 
try from thence, remaiua to be aeen.

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*v*r uninviting. Two establishment! in Port 
Phillip alone have conveniences for pro- 
ducing a ton uf tallow each per diem , 
whereas we well remember, upon the fact 
of aheep being boiled down at all bring 
mentioned a twelvemonth aincc, an old 
gentleman of our acquaintance lifted tip 
bia eye* in half-wotideriug incredulity, 
and requested u* to furnudihim with some 
evidence of a fact au itartllng, which 
eventually we did. When we unserve that 
aheep have been sold as low aa 2*. Sd. each, 
out reader* will readily comprehend bow 
il i* that a profit can be gained from melt- 
ing down, and we tubjoin a Port Phillip 
account current, (ranamitled to u* from 
Melbourne hy a vessel recently arrived : —

Hence it 
wot confidently calculated, thai iu the 
ensuing season, th* Merman wool crun 
would have fallen off at trait one-fourth, 
the grower* nut being able to carry on 
their operations for want of capital, ftii 
further represented, that (he We*( of En- 
gland manufacturers and clothiers have 
been, and are still man if eating a further 
inclination to be targe purchaaers of Aus- 
tralian won!- They are rapidly disco- 
vering lhe superiority of our raw material, 
aud thus the extension and competition in 
the home market ia placed beyond a doubt. 

" When it it recollected, in addition , lhat 
in consequence of the settlement of puli- 
tic* I dispute! between Great Rritain and 
the United State*, the American market it 
rapidly reverting to ita ordinary stale as 
rrgarda demand, rational anticipations of 
advantage may Ix entertained. It ia di fa - 
cull, moreover, tutixa liuiii tu thr amount 
of good (lint may accrue to U* from (he 
upening uf lhe China trade, in the m*tl*r 
of British tine wuollrn manufactures. 

" L pon the whole, we may safely look 
tu a decided advance in the price uf Aus- 
li*n Woola, a pmspetl which, pleating al 
all times, is most consolatory iu the pre- 
sent condition of the colony."
